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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: On page 1 , the applicant argues that Okamato is 
not prevented from copying information (e.g. such as a print screen key. right mouse button, screen scraper, or the like). The applicant 
argue sthat unlike Okamoto, claim 1 describes "limiting the user interface of the second computer system to operate responsive to the 
user of the second computer system to prevent copying of the content information when said received content information is being 
displayed". The examiner respectfully disagrees. The applicant has not claimed that copying of information is prevented by methods such 
as a print screen key. right mouse button, screen scraper, or the like in claim 1 . However Okamoto does teach preventing any copying 
unless the user has been authorized. On page 2, the applicant argues that unlike Okamoto, claim 2 describes a computer system in 
which when displaying decrypted content information ignores signals from its user interface capable of enabling access to the decrypted 
content information. The examiner respectfully disagrees. Okamoto teaches that if the user is not authenticated then the user's request to 
decrypt the content is ignored. The applicant argues that Okamoto does not mention a survey and is unrelated to a survey. The examiner 
respectfully disagrees. Okamoto suggests that one of the intended uses of the invention can be a company survey. On page 2, the 
applicant aruges that Matyas does not describe encrypting surveys sent to users. The examiner respectfully disagrees. Matyas discloses 
encrypting surveys using a key K3.
